Pcrions, as weil as two Natures) op- 
poied and condeinned by a Council ac 
Epheſms, nor long after the ſame time, 
Oppol:tc to thus Hereſy was that of the 
Eutychians, who held Chriſt to have 
but one Naturcz confounding his Nz- 
cures, as the Neſtorrans had divided his 
Perſon.
